VheiV Badlea Thrown Intu an OM Well 
on Their Farm. 

Hartford, Sept. 1. — Yesterday morn- 
ing Frederick Bnahehagen and ids 
wUa Inily, aaeh past saTenty.iHio oame 
froaa aenaaajr forty yaarrafo and who 
Uvadona farm a half mUafrom the 
main road. In a Molnded aeotionof the 
town of raoomileld, west of Hartford, 
were f onnd in an old well on their plaoe, 
■howing avidenoe that they liad bean 
murdered. 

Abont dark Stmday night James 
Ryan, a neighbor, while oroaaiag the 
farm noticed one of Boshenhagen's 
oowa wandering aronnd the houae. 
Ryan rapped at Ihe door, and, receiving 
no reeponse, snpposed the inmates were 
adeep. He put the cow Into the bam. 
Returning by the house at 9 p. m. he 
again called, and failing to arouse any- 
body, examined the outside of the build- 
ing and fonnd blood on the rear d(xi - 
step. He aroused the neighbors, and 
together they searched the houne and 
fields, but could not find tht^ old im'oi)I«. 

At 6 a. m. yesterday the search was 
renewed. Therti were blood stains and 
traces of a scuffle on the vard fence and 
marks in the earth led to the well 
where the deceaNcd was found. It seems 

grobable that the tragedy occurred early 
unday morning, and tliat the murderer 
was a tramp who slept in the bam Sat- 
urday night. It is thought that Bush- 
eubiigen found him there Sunday morn- 
ing on going out for fire wood: that a 
quarrel occurred and that the old man 
was killed by four blows with a coupling 
pin, which was found near tlin barn. 
Tha Bupnosition is that tho aged woman 
ran out naif dressed to aid her huwband. 
On her body thm-e was only a cheiniso, 
a skirt and c le stDckiiit,'. The murderer 
probably deemed it bent to silence the 
only witness (jf liis crime, and seizing a 
club he killed iier. There was no rob- 
bery, and it is evident tliat tiM BUVdHWr 
did not enter the house. 

The otti(;er.s believe that the murder 
grew out of the row caused by the old 
man findiuK the tramp in tho Ijarn, or 
by the lutteiV domandiiiK money. 
Abont 7 .1. IP. Sunday, residents on the 
main road near tlie scene of the murder, 
saw a tramp pass towards Hartford. He 
was a large hihu, iieavily built, wiiii 
two weeks' growtli of Ijeard, weari'ig 
overalls and a liark coat, witii an over- 
coat thrown over liis shoulder. Tlie 
coroner lias be^un an itivestitration. At 
present there is ni) clew to theidentit\ ■ t' 
the niurdenr. Unsheuhagen serveil in 
tlie T\v(rii_\M'('.iu<l Connecticut regi- 
ment. As c.uuo on he has not been 
able to do mucli un liis little farm, at ' 
the coui)l« were very poor. A baKK 
book was found on the table in the bouse 
showing $50 on deposit in tiie Hartford 
Savings bank.

But Adniiial Wal- 
ker was known a,^ "the admiral with a 
political iiuD. " He had been in tho 
lighthouse service as secretary of the 
lighthouse b<'>ard for somo ycarx. and 
dnring that tune he had frenueutly re- 
ceived orders tor sea duty, wnich he al- 
ways succeeiied in having oouijter- 
m.'Mided.

ONE NEAR TROY. INDIANA. 



A Paanenj-er Train on tha OaOMltoB 
BrMoh of tha LooUtIII*, SvaaSTiUa 
and St. tionto Relhwad Fltuic*s Down 

an Km1>Rnkin»nt, Killing Four People, 
Ii^urlng I'hlrteen Others Seriooaiy and 
KIsMoea Bllshtly— Other ■alltaaS Ao- 
eldenta. 

EvANsviLLE, Ind., Sept. 1.— A wreck 
o<.x"urre<l on the Cannelton branch of the 
Louisville, Evansville and St. Louis 
railroatl about 11 o'clock yesterday 
forenoon, in which four lives were lost, 
teirteen badly hurt and sightaen slightly 
injured. Tha Haage of one of tha for- 
ward tmoJn of tho engine broke while 
the train was running at tha rate of 
about thirty milea an boor. 

The train at tha tkoa was on a trestle 
two miUa from Troy, Ind. The engine 
passed orer thetrsstloand plunged down 
an embankment. Tha train was a mixed 
one. the pa-;senger ooaCh being next to 
the engine. The ooaoh followed the en- 
gine into the dltoh and rolled over on 
top of it. It was occupied by about 
thirty people. The steam pipes gave 
way and the scalding steam entered the 
coivcb. Many of the passengers were 
women and children. Their screams 
were appalling. 

As soon as tnose who were slightly in- 
jtired extricated thensslTas, they l)egan 
the work of rescue. All were gotten 
out, bnt none escaped injury. Many 
were so badly burned that their flesh 
was cooked in places until it came off. 

Barbara Niemeyer, eighteen years, 
daughter of a wealthy farmer of Perry 
county, was taken out dead, havmg 
been terribly scalded. 

Mrs. Canaugh. of Troy, Ind., was 
horribly burne<l and will die. Her little 
ten-year-old son was taken from the 
wrecked coaoh and diad btfora rea c hing 
home. 

Emma Sc huo, ten ysars, died after be- 
ing taken out fronj her terrible burns. 

Jacob App, engineer, and his fireman 
John Tolle. w«nt down with the wreck. 
Both are scalded but not fatally. 

Conductor Jamee Gordon is dangerous- 
ly hurt, haring a number of ribs 
broken. 

The most severely injurod are: Katie 
Kelshoe, Sidney Hess, Henry Bodine, 
Michael Elborthom, William Newman, 
Mrs. William Chase and child. Maggie 
Hudson, Maurice Durbin and G. V. 
Bolt. The wounded are .-ill at Tell City, 
and are receiving careful attention. 

The scene of the wreck is isolated and 
the information is me.'iger. Only on« 
telegraj)!! wire reaches it, and that has 
been down for hours. It is inipo.-sible 
to learn the names of all of the injured. 
A physician at the wreck taid tliat the 
deatli list would probably reach ten or 
twolTa. 

Vfelgkt TmIb Wrecked. 

PancnoN. Minn., Sept. 1.— Aa acci- 
dent occurred on tha Eastern Minnesota 
railroad three miles west of here yester- 
day. Freight No. 22, bound for St. 
Paid, was mning in two sections. A 
dmsa fog prevailed at the time and the 
second ssotion, which consisted of an 
engine and a caboose, crashed into the 
first section. In the caboose were Con- 
ductor Young, BrakenuMi Cardie, Colin 
Campbell and James Baker, of Milaca. 
They were more or less severdyil^vred, 
but none of the m fatally.

Amsterdam, N. T., Sept. 1.— At 8 
o'clock yesteiday evening ssraral oil 
cars in a Central Hudson railroad 
freight train 1^ tha eastbonnd track, 
owing to a dsfsotlTe tmok, a mils east 
of tha Sehsnaotady statiMi.

8ev*nil Mate Bodiaa Taken Wwvm the

New York, Sejit. 1.— Mayor (Irant, 
yesterday visited tho scene of the ruins 
in Park place and found the ghastly re 
mains of one body and the leg of an 
other under tho ddswalk. The 
mayor at once ordered tha mine to be 
searohed for more bodies. Lonis Rosen- 
feld, of RosMifeld ft Company, identified 
the body as Abraham Inverritoh, aged 
■eTenteen years. 

When the other body was brought out 
it waa fonnd from effects in the pockets 
that a mistake had been made in the 
identification. The severed body was 
identified as that of Herman Oold- 
schmidt, the foreman for Rosenseld & 
Company. One body had been already 
identified as Gtoldschmidt's and buried. 
Another body waa soon fotmd and iden- 
tified as Samuel Blita, twsnty'Ssven 
years old. 

Commissioner Bobbins and Chief Bon- 
ner, of the fire department, called at the 
mayor's office late in the afternoon and 
threw the whole blame of the matter on 
Contractor Crimmins, who certified to 
them that every incn of ground had 
been gone over, and that no more debris 
or bodies remained on the soene.

From relatives it was found that 
Wisejy was secretly married at mid- 
night to a young lady by the name oi 
Marvin, against the proteet of his pa- 
rents. The marriage license was taken 
out in May, but owing to the oppositios 
of parties the ceremony waa not par 
formed until late Sunday night. 

B'rom the circnuistancee it appears ai 
soon aa Wisely wa.4 joined in marriage 
to this young lady he mounted his horst 
and ro^e h'<me and nut his horse in a 
stall. He then put the revolver at the 
back of his heaa and fired, the powdn 
burning the hair away from around the 
ghastly wo'ind. 

It appears that young Wisely had heaa 
in trouble with the girl: ha worried foi 
several months and the worry and ex- 
citement culminating in his secret mar- 
riage was more than he could bear, and 
be came home and ended tha nnhap))y 
struggle in the tragic manner relateo. 
The family is a prominent one, young 
Wisely beirg a member of the Demo 
cratic county central committee and hit 
father is one of the recently appointed 
Hancock b oard of elections. 

WtATHER BY TH E TOOT.

Buitineaa. 

Washinoton, Sept. 1.— The weathei 
bureau is endeavoring to establish a 
novrt system of weather foreoasts. Al* 

ready the principal railways (rf ths 

country have adopted the plan of dis- 
seminating weather predictions by dis- 
playing signal flags on trains, and the 
bureau iioi>es to extend this system by 
having locomotives give the signala by 
means of their whistles. Professor Har 
rington. the chief of the weather bureau 
has arrange<l a system of whistle combi 
nations by means of which persons liv- 
ing at a distance from ttw Wwlinails oao 
receive the *'^^e(■asts. 

By repeating each combinntion a few 
times, with an interval of ten secondii 
between, possibiliiifs of error iu reading 
the forecasts will be avoided, such at 
may arise from variable winds or fail* 
ure to hear the warning signal. 

As the weather forecasts are tele- 
graphed dw'ly to a large number of sta- 
tions of the weather bureau, to railroads, 
etc., in various sections of th* country, 
there are many small town.s which may 
obtain them by telephone free of ez- 
penftA. They may also be oMainsd fifOB 
the daily newspapers. 

Those desiring to display or eound th< 
signals, and who are not able to obtain 
the ft)reca.sts as above, should coiiimuni- 
cate direct with the director of the statt 
weatlier bureau, and if it is impractibl« 
for the Cuited Stales to bear the ex- 
pense of the transmission, they will b« 
furnished at the commercial rate and 
Win ba sen t "collect"

ter 29 of the General titautes. Whether 
a partiealarobfeel il • deadly wetpoB de- 
pends upon its nature and the !iiannerof 
its use, and is a ijuestion, wheu douhtfiil, 
for a jury to <leteritiine. 

The first conviction under this ruling 
was that of the negro George Taylor in 
the Greenup Circuit Court last week. 
Taylor asMolted Captain Geoqje Killim, 
of South Pbrttmotith, a month or eo ago 

withaelnli aixl l anie near heating hiu) 
to death. Under the law previous to the 
above mling he would hsvii Mcaped with 
a li^'ht sentence forMMHilt and battery, 
but under the new ndtog he goal np for 
two yeare. And he geli off eaiy with 
that. He ought to have been sent up for 
a much longer term, as his crime wa» a 
moit brutal one. 

Crop Prospects Encouraging. 
Following is the weekly crop bulletin 
of the Kentucky State Weather Service, 

in co-f)]ieration with the I'nitril States 
Weather Bureau, for tlie week ending 
Avgmt 88, 1801: "The weather of the 
jta'-'t week was characterised liy a very 
large deliciency in tenijierature, an e.\- 
ceeiiv* rainfall and of neaily nornml 
amount of sunshine. Reports received 
from eighty points in the >Suite indicate 
that these conditiOM were generally fa- 
vorable to growing crops. The growth of 
com was somewhat retarded by the cool 
weather, but the low temperature of the 
week was generally favorable to tobacco. 
But crops were damaged in places by high 
wituls, ami tiiere is much coni|ilaint of 
injury tu tobacco on low ground from 
oiwrflow. The outlook (or ooni oontin- 

ues to he most favorahle, and in all pmli- 
ability one of the largest cro|)s ever known 
will he harveeted this year. Tobacco, 
while in hetfer condition now than it was 
some tiiiH' since, will not reach an aver- 
a;:e crop, l.ate Iriiits and vegcftahles are 
fine and very abundant. The moist con- 
dition of the soil favors fall plowing, 
which il progressing rapidly."
